2 phone according to Claim 1, wherein said metal part is made 
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3 of one of magnesium and an aluminum alloy. 

1 Claim 3 (Original) : The folding portable cellular 

2 phone according to Claim 1, said chassis supports a 

3 substrate on which electric parts are mounted. 

1 Claim 4 (Original) : The folding portable cellular 

2 phone according to Claim 1, wherein said chassis functions 

3 as an electromagnetic absorption member and absorbs an 

4 unwanted electromagnetic wave. 

1 Claim 5 (Original) : The folding portable cellular 

2 phone according to Claim 1, wherein said chassis is used as 

3 an antenna ground plate, and a hole formed in said antenna 

4 ground plate is used to mount an antenna on a substrate. 

1 Claim 6 (Currently amended) : The folding portable 

2 cellular phone according to claim 1, wherein a unit 

3 connector is provided between portions of said hin ge s hinge 

4 portions of said chassis in order to electrically connect 

5 said first box member and said second box member. 

1 Claim 7 (Original) : The folding portable cellular 

2 phone according to Claim 6, wherein said unit connector 

3 includes a flexible substrate and a coaxial cable. 
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1 Claim 8 (Currently amended) : The folding portable 

2 cellular phone according to claim 1, wherein hinge covers 

3 made of the same material as said external parts are 

4 provided with said first box member and said second box 

5 member in order to cover said hinges hinge portions .

3 hinge frame and said lower hinge frame is fixed to said 

4 external part with one of a screw and a pawl . 

1 Claim 17 (Currently amended) : The folding portable 

2 cellular phone according to claim 10 , wherein on of said 

3 upper hinge frame and said lower hinge frame is an 

4 independent part and is securely attached to sc an internal 

5 chassis that supports a substrate, and said chassis is 

6 fixed to said external part with one a screw and a pawl . 
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
